Aphelion — The  point  of  a  Planet's  orbit  farthest  from  the  Sun.         .v  ■  ^  .

injunction — A  Planet  directly  between  the  Earth  and  the  Sun  is  said  to  be 
in  Inferior  Coniunction  with  the  Sun.  A  Planet  with  the  Sun  directly 
between  it  and  the  Earth  is  said  to  be  in  Superior  Conjunction  with  the 
Sun.  Planets  are  said  to  be  in  conjunction  with  each  other,  or  with  the 
Mdon,  when  they  are  in  the  same  sign  and  degree. 
iDeclination — The  distance  of  a  heavenly  oody  from  the  Equinoctial,  measured 

north  or  south,  in  degrees  or  minutes,  on  a  Meridian. 
[Ecliptic — The  plane  of  the  Earth's  orbit,  so  called  because  Eclipses  can  take 
place  only  when  the  Moon  is  on  or  near  it. 
Slongation — The  distance  of  a  Planet  from  the  Sun  as  seen  from  the  Earth. 
{Equinoctial — The  circle  in  the  heavens  traced  by  the  Earth's  Equator, 
lode — That  part  of  the  orbit  of  a  heavenly  body  which  intersects  the  Ecliptic. 
If  the  body  is  passing  from  south  to  north,  it  is  called  the  Ascending 
Node  ;  if  from  north  to  south.  Descending. 
)pposition — A  Planet  with  the  Earth  directly  between  it  and  the  Sun  is  said 
to  be  in  opposition  to  the  Sun. 
[Penumbra — Tnat  portion  of  space  around  the  shadow  of  the  Earth  passing 
through  which  the  Moon  diminishes  in  brightness,  in  consequence  of  a 
part  only  of  the  Sun's  rays  reaching  her  surface. 
[Perigee — That  part  of  the  Moon's  Orbit  nearest  to  the  Earth. 
Perihelion — That  part  of  a  Planet's  orbit  nearest  to  the  Sun. 
[Quadrature — Two  heavenly  bodies  are  said  to  be  in  Quadrature  when  they  are 
distant  from  each  other  by  one-fourth  of  the  Zodiac,  or  three  signs  apart. 
jThe  Sun's  Declination  and  fast  or  slow  of  clock  are  given  for  apparent  noon, 

or  time  of  passing  the  Meridian  of  St.  John. 
|The  Moon's  Southing  is  given  in  Astronomical  time  for  the  Meridian  passage 

at  St.  John ;  and  her  Declination,  when  on  the  Meridian. 
jThe  Rising  of  the  Moon  is  given  from  Full  Moon  to  New  Moon ;  and  the 

Setting,  from  New  Moon  to  Full  Moon. 
[The  Tides  in  the  Calendar  are  the  Morning  and  Afternoon  Tides  at  St.  John 
and  Charlottetown.     In  the  Tide  Table  (page  13)  will  be  found  Constants 
for  findinp  the  time  of  High  Water  at  each  of  the  places  given  in  the 
Table. 
In  former  editions  of  this  Almanac  the  Tides  were  only  given  approx- 
lately,  but  in  this  they  have  been  corrected  for  the  varying  distance  of  the 
[oon  from  the  Earth,  and  also  her  angular  distance  from  the  Sun.    They  can 
low  be  depended  upon  as  accurate  to  at  least  the  same  degree  as  the  Admiralty 
Tide  Tables.

It  will  sometimes  be  found  that  a  Constant  to  bo  subtracted  is  greater  than 
the  time  of  High  Water  at  the  Port  of  reference :  in  this  ciae  add  12  hours  to

FORECASTING  THE  WEATHER. 

Men  have,  from  a  very  earlv  period,  studied  the  weather,  on  account  of  its 
great  influence  on  their  pursuits,  in  order  if  possible  to  predict  its  nature,  and 
prevent  those  losses  to  the  Farmer  and  the  Sailor  which  result  from  violent 
storms. 

The  earlier  students  based  thek  predictions  on  the  phases  of  the  moon,  but 
an  examination  of  the  GreenwicTi  observations  for  more  than  half  a  century 
has  shown  that  this  theory  is  entirely  unfounded.  Weather  prophets  lik 
Moore,  Zadkiel  and  Vennor  claim  in  their  Almanacs  to  be  able  to  forecjJkt  tliu 
weather  day  by  day  for  a  whole  year ;  but  meteorological  science  in  the  British 
Isles,  and  the  Signal  Service  of  the  United  States,  with  the  Weather  Bureau 
of  the  Dominion,  does  not  claim  to  forecast,  with  any  certainty,  the  weather 
for  more  than  three  or  four  days  at  the  most. 

If  an  observer  could  obtain,  at  regular  and  repeated  intervals,  readings  of  the 
Barometer  at  stations  distributed  over  a  large  area,  he  would  be  enabled  to 
trace  the  march  of  the  storm,  for  it  has  been  found  that  the  wind  always  blows 
towards  the  place  of  the  lowest  barometer  reading ;  and  so,  by  means  of  the 
telegraph,  he  may  warn  those  places  the  storm  is  approaching.  Still,  mistakes 
are  often  made,  and  the  forecasts  are  not  always  infallible,  so  that  much  re- 
mains to  be  done  before  meteorology  can  be  ranked  among  the  exact  sciences.

The  Courts  were  eHtahlisliiMl  by  3()tli  Victoria,  cap.  10,  passed  June  17,  ISliT. 
The  Act  authorizes  the  appointment  of  one  County  Court  Judge  for  llu 
counties  (if  (Charlotte,  Carletoii,  X'ictoria  and  Madawaska  ;  one  County  Court 
Judge  for  the  counties  of  York,  Sunbury  and  (Queens ;  one  Coiuity  Court 
Judge  for  the  counties  of  Westmorland  and  Kent ;  one  County  Court  Judge 
for  the  counties  of  Northumberland,  (Jloiicester  and  Restigouche  ;  one  County 
Court  Judge  for  the  I'o.iuty  of  the  city  and  county  of  St  John;  and  one 
County  Court  Judge  for  the  counties  of  Kings  and  .Vlhert;  provided  always 
that  said  Court  for  the  city  and  countv  of  !*'t.  John  shall  not  nave  or  exercise 
any  jurisdiction  in  any  cause  in  which  the  City  Court  of  St.  John,  or  the 
City  of  Portland  have  jurisdiction. 

The  Act  also  authorizes  the  appointment  of  a  Clerk  for  each  Court,  who 
shall  be  an  Attorney.

actions  on  bonds  given  to  a  Sherirt'or  otherwise  in  any  ease  in  a  County  Court, 
whatever  may  be  the  pen.-vlty  or  amount  sought  to  be  recovered.

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Keep  the  Weeds  l>own. 

Set  the  cultivator  to  work  <,'iirly.  Do  not  wait  for  the  corn  and  potatoes  to 
get  large  a;ul  Htrong,  but  a^  noon  as  the  rows  can  he  seen  the  cultivator  should 
be  set  at  work.  Delay  at  this  gives  the  weeds  time  to  get  a  strong  stand  and 
a  deep  roothig,  when  it  will  i)e  much  more  <lii!i(iilt  to  destroy  them.  The 
time  to  hoe  is  just  hofore  the  weeds  nu»ke  an  appearance.  This  aoplics  to  the 
field  and  garden  alike.  Then  there  are  no  weeds  to  trouble,  ami  all  that  is 
called  for  is  to  simply  stir  the  surface  of  the  ground.  This  is  an  easy  and 
simple  operation  compared  with  the  tearing  out  and  destroying  a  matted 
growth  of  deep-rooted  weeds.  The  modern  practice  of  substituting  the  horse 
and  implemeni  for  the  former  hand  work  is  based  on  this  early  attention  to 
the  fields.     If  the  lidds  were  deenly  stirred  and   properly  fixed  before  the 

})lanting,  no  deej-  working  is  called  for  in  the  hoeing.  A  stirring  of  the  sur- 
ace  only,  done  early  and  often,  is  all  that  is  called  for.  No  neglect  or  delavfl 
are  admissible  at  this  time.  The  farmer  nuist  be  prompt  and  ai  live  if  he 
would  keep  ahead  of  his  work  and  ahead  of  the  weeds.  This  will  be  found 
much  the  ehea[)er  crurse  in  th<!  end.  Less  work  is  re(iuired,  the  land  will  be 
cleaner,  and  crops  will  be  licavier. — Maine  Farmer. 

Spiiuu'li. 

This  is  one  of  the  easiest  things  to  grow  in  the  whole  garden  list  of  vege- 
tables, an<l  yet  how  many  gardens  there  are  among  our  farmers  in  which  it 
never  makes  its  appearance.  There  is  nothing  in  the  range  of  what  we  call 
"greens"  to  be  compare<l  to  soinach,  which  will  grow  at  all  seasons  of  the 
year,  and  a  bed  may  be  suuiitl  in  (Klober,  and  as  hard  frost  comes  on  can  be 
lightly  covered  up,  ami  l>e  rea<ly  for  cutting  earlier  in  the  Spring  than  any 
other  crop,  e.^cept  perhaps  rhuliari).  It  is  a  connnon  sight  to  see  women  and 
children  in  the  Spring  hiniliuir  the  edges  of  woods  and  stirring  up  the  leaves 
of  old  hedges  dong  fences,  etc.,  for  the  young  "poke"  plant  to  be  used  as 
greens.  This  «!onsiimes  nnich  lime  and  frecjuently  ends  after  hours  of  labour 
in  obtaining  only  half  enough  for  a  meal.  Spinach  seed  is  very  cheap,  and 
leaving  a  small  portion  of  a  bed  run  to  seed,  enough  can  always  be  had  on 
hand  for  sowing,  and  this  sowing  can  go  on  throughout  the  season,  aflbrding 
a  supply  at  times.  —  arrtaantdirn  Telajraph. 

Watcli  the  lN)tato  VliieH. 

The  Colorado  potato  beetle  is  an  <-nemy  which  is  very  apt  to  come  on  the 
grower  unexpectedly.  After  looking  for  signs  of  his  appr(»ach  in  vain  for 
<liiys  and  often  weeks,  the  lirst  thing  the  grower  knows  the  vines  are  alive 
with  larva*  and  nnuh  damage  has  been  already  doiu'.  Whenever  the  weather 
is  extra  hot  and  dry  the  eggs  hatch  out  in  a  single  day  by  myriads,  while  in 
:i  cold  or  wet  time  nuniy  of  tlic  eggs  will  not  hatch  and  the  larvie  perish  before 
they  can  begin  to  eat. 

T>ra\viii{4  Damp  Cir.iiii  to  Darns. 

It  is  better  to  wait  until  grain  has  thoroughly  dried  out  *>efore  drawing  to 
stacks  or  biwns.  A  little  dampness  will  often  spoil  it  before  threshing,  or  ho 
utill  worse  if  the  c  .  ^^  is  threshed  imm  >diately  and  then  jnit  in  bins.  Last 
year  the  season  at  harvest  was  so  damp  that  millers  would  not  take  new  wheat 
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in  large  <|uantitieH  iinlesH  they  Imd  old  wheat  to  mix  with  it.  In  the  farmers' 
granaries  there  is  little  chance  thut  hiicIi  precautions  will  be  taken.  Hence 
wheat  should  he  left  in  the  field  until  dry  enough  so  that  it  o:in  l)e  taken  to 
the  barn  without  danger  of  injury. — Kxchaiuje. 

Priiiiiii{f  Tomatoes. 

Truning  toniatocs  is  a  profitable  practice  in  most  cases.  Tlse  process,  when 
Judiciously  pursued,  is  not  laborious  or  expensive.  .\  pair  of  stout  shears  will 
answer  the  purpose  admirably.  A  heavy  pruning  is  not  to  be  desired.  Th« 
plant  needs  its  leaves,  and  fruit  ripened  on  plants  which  have  been  too  heavily 
primed  is  le.ss  palatable  than  that  grown  on  vines  which  have  not  been  pruned 
at  all.  On  rich  soils  tomatoes  tend  to  run  to  vines.  This  rampant  growth 
should  be  checke<l  by  cutting  otl"  the  ends  of  the  shoots.  Leaves  should  l>e 
left  on  the  branches  beyond  the  fruit.     The  priming  sboulil  be  «lone  early, 

UBt  OH  soon  as  the  fruit  begins  to  form,  or  even  while  the  Uuwers  are  still  on. 

n  some  soils  and  in  some  situations  pruning  is  not  neces.sary. — American 
Oullivalnr. 

Cultivation  l>€rvolo|>H  Fertility. 

The  lack  of  manure  for  hoed  crops  may  be  partially  remedied  in  ^(Klerate- 
ly  rich  soil  by  thorough  cultivation  to  ilevelop  fertility  already  in  the  soil.  It 
is  certainly  a  wasteful  practice  to  nuinure  heavilv  and  then  let  the  fertility  be 
wasted  on  we<'(ls.  IJetter  do  some  extra  cultivation,  more  llian  is  newssary  to 
destroy  weeds,  especially  if  the  soil  be  moist  enough  to  work  readily,  that  is, 
just  enough,  so  that  it  will  not  comna'H  after  ('tirriiig.  At  this  time  cultiva- 
tion does  the  most  good  in  stimulating  plant  gruwtli. 

AVater  Supply  for  OrehardH. 

As  the  country  grows  older,  tin-  vegetable  matter  found  in  virgin  soil  in 
wnshe<l  out  or  otherwise  lost  in  fre(|Uent  cultivation.  This  makes  it  less 
absorptive  of  water,  and  in  dry  summers  orchards  cannot  get  enough  water  to 
make  needed  growth  and  loriii  fruit  buds  for  the  comingyear.  This  is  ofteiier 
the  cause  of  failure  in  all  kinds  of  fruits  than  is  generally  supposed.  One 
gcxnl  eti'ect  of  iinderdraining  is  to  make  the  soil  iiiore  porous,  :ind  thus  enable 
it  to  retain  water  until  lime  of  ne<'d. 

Plio.spluite  for  Beets. 

Where  farmers  use  phosphate  for  grain  th«'y  soon  get  into  the  habit  of  apply- 
ing it  to  ittlier  crops.  The  latest  is  beets.  The  grain  drill  was  run  through  the 
Held  distributing  phnsphatc  through  the  two  outside  iind  middle  tubes  or  in 
rows  twenty-eight  inches  apart.  Then  the  garden  drill  was  used  to  put  in  the 
beet  seed  tMllowing  these  rows.  In  oiu'  piiitt'  the  lie«'t  seed  was  driileil  seven 
inches  outside  the  line  for  a  fi'W  feet,  and  there  the  beets  a  month  al'ter  plant- 
ing were  scarcely  (ii)ove  the  surface,  while  «)n  the  phos|)hated  lines  the  beetM 
were  at  least  three  times  as  large  a  month  after  planting.  I'hosphate  is  known 
to  be  excellent  for  turnips  of  all  kinds,  and  the  success  of  this  ex|ieriment 
shows  the  ailvantnge  of  giving  it  a  trial  on  other  roots  and  crops  as  well. 

Keep  tlie  (« round  Covered. 

Hays  an  American  Kxchange  : — To  prevent  loss  from  washing,  leaching,  or 
evaporation,  something  should  be  growing  on  the  land  at  all  seasons  when 
growth   is  possiblti.    In  corn  and  potato  ero|w  tho  cultivation  during  the 
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summer  devclopg  more  plant  food  than  the  crops  can  use.  If  winter  wheat 
can  be  sown  after  these  hoed  crops,  it  will  save  what  would  otherwise  be 
wasted.  If  it  cannof,  winter  rye  should  be  sown  to  plough  under  in  the 
spring.  Rye  is  better  than  wheat  for  this  purpose,  as  it  will  grow  at  lower 
tem})cratures,  is  hardier  in  winter  and  makes  a  large  growth  early  for  plow- 
ing under. 

Wet  Places  In  Fields. 

8ome  of  the  greatest  advantages  of  imderdraining  are  found  in  putting  tiles 
in  Bclds  that  in  most  places  are  dry  enough  already.  In  a  wet  time,  ploughing, 
cultivating,  or  other  work  on  the  entire  held  is  suspended  until  these  places 
get  into  condition  to  work.  The  Iohk  from  thi.*^  in  most  noticeable  in  hoed 
crops,  as  corn  or  potatoes,  where  weeds  get  the  advantage  and  double  or 
treble  the  labor  after  cultivation.  With  u  field  dry  in  parts  this  evil  may 
be  avoided. 

Curiiijir  Cloddy  Soil. 

A  great  deal  is  said  about  unlverizing  the  clods  which  turn  up  in  the  most 
heavy  land  alter  ploii^liiuj,',  Trevontion  is  the  l)e8t  cure.  If  the  field  is  well 
drained  and  not  plotif,'lu'(l  when  wet  there  will  be  no  clods.  It  will,  however, 
take  two  or  tlin-e  seasons  to  tliorotiyhly  fine  the  soil  that  has  Iteen  injured  by 
previous  ^usnlana^enu•nl.  Fall  ploughing,  turning  the  land  in  ridges  and 
leaving  it  as  rough  as  possibk',  so  as  to  expose  the  moist  surface  to  the  frost, 
will  do  the  work.  Hut  unless  there  are  underdrains  to  carry  od'the  water  the 
ploughing  will  do  us  niucii  harm  us  good. 


Swamp  TjiiiidM. 

After  thorough  draining  has  l)een  tried,  and  the  swamp  still  remains  wet, 
consider  whether  there  is  not  on  vour  farm  a  sand  hill  from  which  you  mav 
cart  sand.  It  makes  most  excellent  grass  soil  when  mixed  with  the  soft  soil 
of  the  swamp.  Of  course  the  work  should  be  done  in  the  winter.  Sand 
works  very  easily  then.  Hut  it  is  in  the  summer,  when  the  farmer  is  over  his 
groimds,  and  when  he  sees  everyday  necessities,  that  his  mind  most  sensitively 
takes  in  the  weak  situations,  an*l  he  may  have  remedies  suggeste<I  to  him. 
^*'ith  fertilizers  this  sand  and  swamp  land  can  be  made  to  bear  good  gniss. 
Such  land,  with  its  natural  moisture,  would  make  magnificent  itasture  ground 
during  a  drouth.  The  grass  would  be  very  succulent.  He  wiio  reclaims  an 
acre  of  swamp  has  made  the  price  of  that  acre  l)y  his  work. 

IIorNc  8tabliii{;. 

Stable  accommodation  is  very  imperfect  in  nuiny  farms.  The  only  rule  bv 
which  the  length  of  a  stable  can  be  regulated  is  the  number  of  stalls  re<}uired, 
and  these  should  never  be  less  than  from  five  feet  six  inches  to  six  feet  wide. 
It  is  desirable  that  the  width  of  a  stable  for  farm  horses  l>e  at  least  eighteen 
feet,  in  order  that  ample  space  may  be  available  behind  them.  It  has  for 
some  time  been,  and  still  ouglit  to  be  a  desideratum  in  the  construction  of  the 
stable  to  have  the  walls  built  high— it  may  be  higher  than  any  other  por- 
tion of  the  farm-steading — and  llie  apex  of  the  roof  "open."  When  the 
building  is  high  ond  "  open  "  horses  thrive  much  letter  than  in  stables  which 
are  small  luid  close.  Small  stables  are  very  objectionable,  l)eing  generally 
badlv  ventilated  and  injurious  to  the  ecpiine  constitution.  The  temperature 
in  the  stable  should  be  about  fifty-degrees  in  winter,  and  from  fifty-five  to 
sixty  degrees  in  the  summer.    Purity  of  atmosphere  is  essential  to  the  strong, 
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healthy,  and  muscular  development  of  all  animals,  and  especiall/  horses. 
The  partitions  between  the  horses  should  never  be  shorter  than  about  nine 
feet,  two  feet  of  which  is  required  for  the  manger. 

Cracked  Heels,  Mud  Fever,  and  Grease. 

No  more  annoying  diseases  exist  in  the  list  ( f  ma;adie8  to  which  animals 
are  liable  than  cracked  or  chapped  heels,  nud  i'ever,  and  that  peculiar  afiec- 
tion  of  the  skin  of  the  heels  and  fetlock  joints  v>}ii?  h,  from  the  greasy  nature 
of  the  discharge  which  issues  from  the  surfi'.t'e,  is  commonly  designated 
"  grease." 

Cracke<l  heels  arise  from  exposure  to  wet  and  cold,  and  it  may  l)e  concluded 
that  the  mechanical  effects  of  dirt  and  grit  are  contributt)ry  to  the  general 
result. 

Mud  fever  may  be  looked  upon  as  an  extension  of  the  state  of  irritation, 
which,  in  its  more  limited  form,  in  the  beginning  of  ciiappod  heels. 

Grease,  at  lesist  in  its  early  stage,  is  the  outcome  of  the  influence  of  the 
causes  referred  to.  In  the  more  advanced  condition  the  disease  assumes  a 
malignant  character,  which  defies  the  skill  of  the  experienced  veterinarian. 

In  the  early  stages  of  "  grwise,"  an  antiseptic  and  astringent  lotion  may  be 
used  with  advantage,  and  the  well-known  preparation,  Sir  William  Hurnott's 
Disinfecting  Fluid,  (clori^e  of  zinc)  is  very  useful  for  this  purpose ;  sind 
indeed  in  all  cases  of  slight  abrasions  of  the  skin,  sore  shoulders,  wrung 
withers,  and  also  in  all  instances  of  wountis  accompanied  with  fetid  discharge. 
A  lotion  of  convenient  strength  for  general  use  is  made  by  a«}ding  1  pint  of 
the  fluid  to  oO  parts  of  water.  In  the  inuliluted  form,  the  disinfecting  fluid  i,-; 
a  caustic  and  poison;  care  must  therefore  be  taken  to  keep  it  in  a  secure  place. 

The  several  diseases  of  the  skin  of  the  legs  iilxive  named  may  be  to  a  great 
extent  prevented  by  the  adoption  of  a  plan  of  management  which  is  perfectly 
simple,  and  at  tlie  same  time  eflectual,  as  tlie  experience  of  many  years  has 
shown.  Ordinarily,  horses  on  returning  from  work  have  their  legs,  and  pro- 
bably a  portion  of  their  bodies,  scraped  and  washed.  The  snl)se<HK'nt  process 
of  drying,  if  attempted  at  all,  is  imperfectly  performed,  and  the  surface  of  the 
skin  is  left  moist  and  cold,  until  the  natural  heai  of  the  body  causes  the  eva- 
poration of  the  moisture  at  the  cost  of  a  large  expenditure  of  heat.  Consider- 
able disturbance  of  the  function  of  the  skin  may  be  .raced  to  the  ellects  it(  the 
evaporation.  The  occurrence  of  mud  fever,  and  the  diflerent  forms  of  disease 
which  have  been  mentioned,  is  thus  explained. 

A  happy  inspiration  induced  some  one  to  atlopt  the  expedient  of  leaving 
the  wet  mud  on  the  legs  of  the  iiorse  returned  from  work,  to  form  a  pnttcetive 
covering  while  the  drying  process  is  proj'eding.  On  the  following  monnng 
the  dried  mud  was  brushed  ofl' without  dilliiiilty,  and  forthwith  "chapped 
heels,"  "nnid  fever,"  and  "greii.se"  ceased  to  appear  in  the  stables  where  this 
plan  was  adopted. 

Further  experience  has  shown  that  if  nujd  can  Im?  washed  ofl'  at  once  by 
driving  the  animal  into  a  pond,  and  then  continuing  the  journey  home,  no 
harm  results.  The  mischief  is  (hme  by  the  washing,  especially  if  warm  water 
is  used,  when  the  animal  has  arrived  home,  and  is  to  remain  statioiwiry  for 
the  night  in  the  stable. 

In  the  case  of  hunters  it  is  considered  advisable  to  wrap  the  nuiddy  legs  in 
flannel  bandages;  hay  bands  will  form  an  efleetive  substitute  in  the  case  of  the 
farm  horse,  but  the  essential  thing  is  to  refrain  from  any  washing  or  attempt 
to  remove  the  mud  until  it  is  dry  enough  to  be  brushed  ofl*. 
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When  cracked  licels  or  nuid  fever  have  actually  occurred,  a  very  iineful 
application  f(»r  the  relief  of  irritation  will  he  found  in  a  ixture  of  voHeline, 
8  i)artH,  with  Iri.snitrale  of  hiHmuth,  or  white  lead,  or  <  ide  of  zinc,  1  part, 
which  niav  he  kept  ready  for  use,  and  a'tplied  once  or  twin:  li  dav. — Prof.  O. 
T.  Brown'. 

Fi{flltill{;    IllK4M'tS. 

Hulletin  No.  9.  of  the  MaHsachuMctts  F^xperiinent  Station,  pives  the  follow- 
ing iw  the  hcHt  nicauH  of  destroying  the  many  insects  that  make  havoc  among 
the  croi)s  of  the  farm  and  garden  : — 

('(ibbtt(/t:  Fh'u. — The  first  insect  of  Importance  that  appears  is  the  small  hlack 
(lea  or  jumping  heetle  that  attacks  the  cahhage,  radish,  turnip,  etc.  Dusting 
with  I'aris  (Jreen  mixed  with  100  times  its  weight  (tf  plaster  has  proveil  an 
eflectual  remedy.     Apply  when  the  plants  are  wet  and  after  every  rain. 

77//'  Cut  W'ltnn  of  which  there  are  several  species,  incluiling  the  army  worm, 
works  only  during  the  night,  and  may  he  destroyed  hy  the  same  remedy  aa 
ahove.  We  atlvise  a  trii«  of  Pyrethnnn  Powder  mixed  with  five  times  itH 
hulk  of  plaster  as  heing  more  sale,  alllio.i^oi  we  have  no  p(»sitive  proof  that  it 
will  he  edectual. 

The  Striped  SijHitsh  />»7  which  has  heen  soahutidant  for  tin-  past  tw()  seasons, 
is  hest  kept  in  cheek  hy  plaster  and  I'aris  (Jreen.  Kor  the  family  garden  the 
safest  and  m<»st  satisfactory  way  is  to  make  holtondess  hoxes,  lU  inches  scpiare, 
and  <>  (ir  H  inelies  deep,  and  covered  with  mosfpiito  netting;  one  of  these 
placed  over  ea/'h  hill  until  the  plants  h;'.ve  become  tough  and  hard,  is  a  sure 
j»r<»lection. 

'/'//<•  I'iiliitn  HfCtlf.  I'aris  (ire«u  exf<'nd<Ml  wlih  plaster,  (hiur,  or  water,  is  the 
oidy  cheap  and  «>asily  ap]ilied  reme<ly  known  at  present,  hut  great  care  must 
be  exercised  in  its  use,  and  esjiecially  in  th.e  place  where  the  package  is  kept, 
that  it  nuiy  not  get  upon  tlie  food  of  animals. 

7'hc  ('ahl)ii(jr  W'ltnii,  the  larva  of  the  common  white  hutterlly,  may  he  easily 
destroyed.  Hand  picking,  if  hegun  l)el'ore  the  lirst  hrood  hius  passtnl  into  the 
prifect  state,  is  eli'ectual.  I'yretlinnn  I'owder  mixed  with  live  times  its  bulk 
of  plaster  and  dusted  iulo  \Uv  centre  of  the  leaves  with  sulphur  bellows  is 
certain  destruction  to  every  one  of  them.  The  application  of  insecticides  in 
li<iuids  to  the  cabbage  ha.s  not  lieen  satisfactory  on  account  of  the  peculiar 
Htructure  of  the  leaf  surface  which  allows  the  water  to  roll  oil'  in  dro[ts  antl 
not  adhere  to  any  part  of  it.  I'aris  (iri-en  is  unsafe  to  use  after  the  leaves 
iuive  become  over  four  inches  in  diameter. 

The  Ciirnint  Wnnn  should  Ik'  destroyed,  while  sn>:dl,  with  the  dust  of  helle- 
bore or  pyrelhruun.  The  latter  heing  perfectly  harnde.ss  is  to  he  more  highly 
recommended. 

Apple  ntid  Viitrh  fiorer. — Kor  the  «lestruction  of  these  two  iuseetfl  no  Bure 
reme«ly  has  been  foinid  except  the  knife.  It  is  probable  that  coveriig  the 
trinik  of  the  tree  near  the  gnanid  with  the  ink  of  tar  used  to  catch  canker 
worm  moths,  or  wrapping  around  the  trinik  bands  of  tarred  paper,  would 
iiNsist  in  keefting  them  away. 

77//'  Jtoar  lint/  has  thus  far  heen  the  most  ditlicidt  to  overcome  of  the  whole 
tribe  of  injurious  insects,  and  we  can  recon)iuend  no  remedy  with  a  great  de- 
gree of  conlidence,  but  would  advise  tbe  tiial  of  the  fumes  of  gas  tar  held 
under  the  vines  a  short  tin»e  everv  evening  while  the  grapes  are  fornung.  U 
is  certainly  ollenaive  to  them,  and  if  used  carefully  need  not  injure  the  plant. 

HoKC  SliKjH  ate  Ciisily  de^'ntyed  bv  spraying  with  water  and  pyrethrum  at 
the  rate  of  one  iablespoo»iful  oi"  the  (atior  to  a  pailful  of  the  former. 
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Hints  for  Young'  HorNcnion. 

Never,  says  a  writer  in  the  Amrririn  Ciilticator,  pass  behind  a  horse  in  the 
Htable  nor  place  your  hand  upon  iiini  in  tlie  stall,  without  fimt  speaking  to 
him.  Yi)U  may  sav*}  life  or  limb  by  bearing  this  in  mind.  Be  kind  in  word 
and  manner  to  all  horses.  I)o  not  whip  even  a  "contrary"  or  baulky  horse, 
make  him  forget  his  ill  or  stubborn  intent  in  some  way,  such  as  putting  a 
little  dry  dirt  in  his  mouth,  or  wrapping  n  mitten  of  newspaper  about  one  or 
both  ears;  in  stiidving  to  know  what  it  means  he  soon  forgets  his  notion  of 
stopping,  and  at  the  prompt,  <lecided,  but  not  angry  voice  of  his  master,  he 
moves  along.  In  case  of  any  accident,  do  not  shout  and  appear  frightened; 
your  excitement  will  at  once  be  communicated  to  the  horse.  Instead,  you 
should  pacify  and  rcitssure  him  with  firm,  kin<l  tones. 

Form  a  hab't  of  glancing  all  over  your  horse  an«i  harness  before  starting 
from  the  door  It  may  save  life.  In  the  winter  be  sure  and  have  the 
bits  covered  with  cloth  or  leather.  ( )n  the  road  you  may  go  pretty  fast  down 
liill  and  on  level  groiMul,  if  you  are  a  go(Kl  driver,  but  don't  hurry  uphill; 
never  do  .so  with  a  load  ;  short  pulls  antl  rests  by  "  triggiog  the  wheels"  will 
prolong  the  service  of  your  horse. 

Never  feed  a  horse  on  musty  hay  ;  it  may  do  for  cows  and  oxen,  but  often 
brings  fatal  lung  diseases  upon  horses.  Hay  that  is  dusty  from  ordinary  road 
dust  blown  over  it  in  a  dry  time  sh«»uld  be  well  shaken  and  sprinkled  before 
being  fed  to  horses. 

Do  not  fe<'d  a  horse  when  his  bludd  is  hcited  ;  give  him  a  mo«Ierate  drink 
of  water  and  let  him  cool  of!"  gradually,  and  then  do  n(»t  overfe«'d.  M;iny  a 
horse  has  been  killed  by  ni)t  olwerving  tliis  injunction.  Feed  well  when  your 
horse  is  working  hard,  but  give  more  gniin  than  hav.  If  he  is  having  a  vaca- 
tion of  seveni.l  days  or  weeks,  cut  his  feed  (btwn  ^rom  a  (|U!irt«'r  to  one-half. 
Kake  up  plenty  of  oak  leaves  for  bedditig,  if  you  h;ive  not  straw  ;  give  your 
horse  a  good  bed,  but  d  •  not  have  sticks,  pel>bles,  or  frozen  manure  among  it ; 
lying  down  on  such,  the  horse  rises  and  "  paws"  away  his  betbling,  and  thus 
leartis  a  bad  trick. 

Never  run  after  i\  hoi-se  in  the  pasture.  If  he  doi-s  not  liki-  to  be  caught, 
feed  him  a  little  grain  in  a  pail,  but  never  deceive  him  with  an  empty  dish. 
Vou  can  soon  teach  the  wihlest  horse  to  come  to  you;  when  he  does  trome,  let 
him  eat  a  little  while  before  you  lead  him  ofl".  When  you  "  turn  the  ht)rse  out 
to  piLsture,"  do  not  give  him  a  ship  with  (he  bridle  ;  he  will  remember  it  to 
vour  regret  if  you  do.  Make  a  pet  and  a  friend  of  your  horse  ;  it  will  improve 
liim  and  make  a  better  person  of  you.  If  vou  can't  atlord  to  feed  high,  t^'ivo 
good  air  to  your  horse.  Nature  has  provided  enough  of  this  lor  both  of  you, 
ami  transports  it  free;  do  not  rob  him  of  his  share,  for  it  "  will  not  enrich  yon, 
but  make  him  poor  indeed."  Therefore  keep  open  a  window  where  heaven 
may  send  a  fresh  supply  to  him  ! 

I'reparlnji:  ProilutMi  I'or  Market. 

To  be  sut'cessful  in  market  gardening  requires  not  only  a  practical  know- 
le<lge  of  how  to  produce  crops  to  the  best  :idvaiitage,  but  it  also  n-ipiires  a 
knowledge  ot  i»ow  to  select  an<l  prepare  the  produce  for  the  maket.  While  in 
a  provision  store  the  other  <lay,  we  examined  some  asparagus,  which  appearefi 
to  be  very  gocnl  in  (piality,  except  a  half  <lozen  small  stocks  placed  nearly  in 
the  middle,  but  the  tving  up  was  very  poor,  being  very  loos«'ly  tied,  so  that 
with  the  small  stalks  it  made  a  verv  i>oor  appearance.    The  half  dozen  amail 
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fltalka  did  not  add  to  the  size  of  the  bunch,  becauHe  they  fitted  in  between  the 
large  ones,  but  on  inciiiiry  we  found  that  this  asparagUH  was  purchased  25 
cents  &  dozen  leas  than  the  price  of  asparagus  well  put  up;  thus  the  grower, 
by  selecting  hh  asparagus  with  a  miserly  hand,  has  lost  at  least  20  cents  per 
dozen  hunches;  the  loss  by  proper  selection  would  not  exceetl  5  cents  |)er 
dozen  bunches,  and  it  would  not  have  cost  anything  more  to  have  tied  it  up 
as  it  should  be.  Estimating  300  dozen  bunches  an  the  product  of  an  acre,  the 
loss  by  bad  tying,  and  improper  selection,  would  amount  to  $60  an  acre  each 
year,  which  would  l)e  a  good  profit. 

What  is  true  of  asparsigus,  is  true  of  nearly  all  other  crops;  by  leaving  in 
a  few  l)eets  or  turnips  of  an  inferior  (juality,  the  whole  pro<iuct  is  injured  and 
must  be  sold  at  greatly  riMluccd  prices.  As  a  rule  a  poor  quality  of  pnxluce  is 
not  worth  .sending  to  market;  when  it  is,  it  should  be  sent  separate  from  the 
good,  and  sold  for  what  it  is  worth ;  for  when  mixed  with  first  quality  it  re- 
duces the  price  of  the  whole  so  mucli,  that  it  would  be  much  better  to  throw 
it  awav. 

To  be  successful  in  marketing  one  needs  first  to  build  up  a  reputation  for 
careful  selection  unci  honest  packing,  so  tliiit  the  dealer  may  relv  on  what  you 
send  him  as  bi'ing  as  good  in  tlic  niidille  of  the  package  as  it  is  on  the  out- 
side. When  Hucli  a  reputation  is  onct-  built  up  there  will  be  no  dilHculty  in 
always  having  a  ready  sale  for  whatever  may  be  grown,  and  at  prices  that  will 
give  a  fair  prolit,  when  he  who  i  elects  with  a  miserly  aim,  sells  at  cost.  The 
buyer  is  quick  to  tlett'ct  little  stocks  of  asparagus,  or  wormy  apples,  though 
one  be  put  in  the  middle  of  the  bunch,  and  the  other  in  the  middle  of  the 
barrel. — M(i«H(ichiinett.'i  Plouyhiiutn. 

All   Iiiexiu'iisivo  Iiinilmtor. 

The  Amrrirttt)  Anrirultnritit  gives  tlu'  following  plan  for  a  simple  and  cheap 
incubator:  "The  im-uhator  is  maile  of  three  boxes  six  inches  deep.  The 
first,  or  bottom  box,  has  no  top,  an<l  the  floor  is  perforated  with  ten  or  twelve 
half-inch  hoU's,  in  which  are  inserted  ten  tubes  to  a<lrnit  air.  This  is  called 
the  ventilator.  Tlie  sceuml  li;tx,  the  eg;;  drawiT,  has  no  top  or  bottom,  but  a 
piece  running  lengthwise  on  the  bottom,  on  which  the  eggs  are  placed.  The 
third  Ik)x  has  a  zinc  bottom,  the  top  and  sides  he  ny  of  woo<l.  This  is  called 
the  heater.  At  the  rear  of  this  Imix  is  a  tin  elbow,  not  bending  into  it,  but 
extending  downwards  outside.  The  three  boxes  being  placed  one  on  the  other, 
first  the  ventilator,  second  the  eg;;  drawer,  and  last  the  heater,  have  now  an 
incubator  with  three  divisions,  the  top  one  l)eing  heated  with  a  laujp  inserted 
in  the  elbow.  The  draught  from  the  lamp  is  can  "d  by  two  or  three  tubes 
extending  from  within  half  an  inch  of  the  zinc  upwards  throi]gh  the  top  of 
the  incubator,  and  at  the  opposite  end  of  the  l:imp.  The  whole  is  covered 
with  a  large  box,  eight  inches  larger  in  every  direction.  Top,  bottom  and  sides 
filled  with  sawdust.  The  heat,  smoke  an<l  im|)iirities  enter  the  heater,  warm 
the  zinc,  and  pa.ss  out  at  top  of  the  tubes.  The  eggs  in  the  drawer  underneath 
are  kept  at  a  temperature  of  102  degrees." 

The  Diifcstibility  of  Bran. 

Prof  G.  Kuehn  has  reporte<l  to  the  Agricultural  Department  at  Moeckern, 
(icrmanv,  the  results  of  the  extensive  experiments  he  has  made  as  to  the  in- 
crease of  the  digestibility  for  cattle  of  bran  moistened  and  soaketl  in  cold  or  boil- 
ing water,  and  mixed  as  soup  with  other  food,  as  hav.  The  results,  principally 
negative,  were  as  follows:  —  Moistening  bran  with  cold  water,  up  to  30  per 
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cent.,  immediately  before  feeding,  gave  no  appreciable  increase  in  the  album- 
inoids or  protein  digested.  Soaking  for  twenty-four  hours  in  cold  water  wan 
also  negative  in  results  on  mixed  food,  or  its  components,  as  long  as  the  soak 
water  aid  not  reduce  the  water  drank  to  less  than  50  per  cent,  of  the  ordinary 
amount  as  observed.  But  when  the  water  drank  fell  below  25  per  cent,  as 
above,  a  decrease  of  the  protein  digested  resulted.  Scalding  bran  with  boiling 
water,  and  soaking  it  for  twenty-fours  in  the  same,  decreased  the  normal 
digestion  of  the  protein  ;  while  the  higher  the  temperature  of  the  water,  and 
the  longer  its  apiilication,  the  less  the  amount  of  protein  digested.  This  is 
attributetl  to  the  fact  that  heat  injures  the  albuminoids  for  digestion,  as  in  the 
case  of  'hard-boiled  eggs  in  the  human  stoma<;h.  The  separate  feeding  of  bran 
Houpdid  not  change  the  results. — Ameriam  Miller. 

Pruning^. 

Barry,  of  the  Mount  Hope  Nurseries,  contended  several  years  ago  that 
where  the  buds  of  any  shoot  or  branch  do  not  develop  before  the  age  of  two 
years,  they  can  only  be  forced  into  activity  by  a  very  close  pruning,  and  in 
some  cases  this  even  will  fail.  There  never  was  a  better  authority  in  such 
matters  than  Mr.  Barry.  This  last  |trinciple  shows  the  importance  of  pruning 
the  main  branches  of  espaliers  particularly,  so  as  to  ensure  the  cievelopment 
of  the  buds  of  their  successive  sections  and  to  preserve  well  tlie  side  shoots 
thus  produced,  for  without  this  the  interior  of  the  tree  will  become  naked  and 
unproductive,  and  a  remedy  \*ill  be  very  difficult. 

Food  and  Drink. 

Try  to  remember,  says  Fanny  Field,  that  fowls  need  less  food  in  summer 
than  in  winter.  Over  feeding  is  a  fruitful  source  of  disease  in  hot  weather. 
When  on  free  range,  and  insects  are  numerous,  fowls  will  nick  ut>  a  good 
share  of  their  living;  with  the  addition  of  plenty  of  sour  milk  and  a  scant 
ration  of  oats  or  wheat  daily,  they  will  keep  in  better  health,  and  in  better 
laying  trim,  than  fowls  fed  liberally  with  corn  and  cornraeal.  I  am  not  pre- 
pared to  say  that  ordinarily  impure  or  dirty  water  will  actually  cause  disease, 
out  it  is  well  enough  to  keep  on  the  safe  side,  by  supplying  pure,  fresh  water, 
and  milk,  of  course,  when  you  can  get  it. 

Mulchinf?  Young*  Trees. 

A  great  point  with  newly  planted  trees  is  to  keep  the  roots  moist  and  cool 
during  the  summer  heat.  This  is  best  attained,  not  by  profuae  watering,  but 
by  mulching  the  surface  aroiuid  the  tree  with  leaves,  coarse  manure,  snent  tan, 
or  even  hay.  Near  terminal  stations  of  railroads,  the  mingled  suwaust  and 
droppings  from  stock-cars  answer  admirably.  Such  a  mulch  prevents  evapor- 
ation, keeps  the  ground  cool,  and  promotes  the  growth  of  the  Hinall  roots  upon 
which  the  life  of  the  tree  depends.  In  winter  it  protects  the  rool.4  from  sud- 
den freezing  and  thawing,  though  care  must  be  taken  not  to  furnish  a  harbour 
for  mice.  With  evergreen  trees  such  treatment  is  utmost  indispensable. 
Many  trees  that  have  been  planted  for  years,  (piinces  especially,  are  benefitted 
by  mulching. 

Roots  ill  Drain  TilcH. 

A  (ierman  paper  states  that  the  |)enetration  of  roots  in  drain  tile,  which 
sometimes  occasions  much  trouble,  may  l)e  t>revented  by  covering  the  joints 
in  the  vicinity  of  trees  and  shrubs  and  retl  clover  with  earth  in  which  a  little 
coal  tar  has  been  distributed.

The  Narrow  Dock. 

This  wee<l  is  orcnsionally  used  for  greens  by  old-fashioned  housewives,  but 
there  are  many  better  plants  for  this  purpose.  It  often  becomes  a  great  pent 
on  rich  deep  soil,  where  the  roots  penetrate  to  a  great  depth.  When  the  stem 
has  become  tough  enough  to  allow  pulling,  the  plant  should  he  removed,  root 
and  all.  Just  after  a  heavy  rain  is  the  l)est  time  for  this.  The  roots  should 
l>e  hung  up  in  some  dry  place  until  they  become  dry  enough,  and  then  burned. 
If  any  part  of  the  root  touches  the  ground  it  will  grow  us  soon  a«  rain  comes. 

GardcMi  SlugrH. 

Garden  slugs,  says  an  exchange,  when  they  become  a  nuisance,  may  easily 
and  safely  be  abated.  Distribute  pretty  liberally  over  the  garden  Hat  pieces 
of  stone  or  bits  of  slate  or  zinc.  At  nightfall  put  u  little  bran  on  each  iVng- 
ment,  and  .soon  the  slugs  will  come  out  from  amcmg  the  plants  and  shrubh  io 
feed  u{)on  the  bran.  When  it  is  dark  go  out  with  a  lantern  and  a  pail  coutair- 
ing  tiome  strong  brine,  and  remove  the  slugs  from  the  bran-baited  surfaces  and 
place  them  in  t'tu  puil,  where  the  salt  and  water  will  so<m  dispose  of  the  pests. 

Potatoes  in  Hills. 

With  hills  three  feet  apart  each  way  one  bushel  of  merchantable  t>otatocfl 
should  give  a  yithl  of  162  bushels  per  acre.  This  is  much  more  tnan  the 
average  yield  in  the  country,  by  which  we  may  see  how  lui necessarily  large  is 
the  area  <m  which  this  important  cron  is  grown.  Gootl  potatoes,  well  cared 
for,  should  yield  a  bushel  to  twelve  lulls.  We  have  in  smgle  hills  grown  at 
the  rate  of  a  bushel  lo  every  six  hills,  or  more  than  800  bushels  per  acre. 

Salt  for  BcaiiK.     . 

Beans  are  one  of  the  crops  for  wliiih  it  would  be  thought  salt  was  not 
needed.  Hut  au  old  farmer  informs  us  that  a  little  sprinkled  on  the  rows  of 
beans  just  as  the  plants  are  coming  up  makes  them  more  vigorous  and  greatly 
increases  the  jjrofusiou  of  pods.  The  .salt  i)robably  acts  on  the  soil,  releasing 
plant  food  that  would  otherwise  remain  inert. — Exchange. 

Coiisiiiiiptioii  ill  Cows. 

The  sanitary  police  are  about  to  take  a  census  of  the  2,400  cow  stables  in 
the  city  of  New  York,  says  the  N.  Y.  Ilinthi  When  the  census  is  completed 
the  inspectors  will  examine  the  cows  to  stscertain  whether  any  are  sunering 
from  tubercular  consumption.  All  so  alllicicd  will  Ix;  killed.  The  inspectors 
have  the  co-operation  of  the  United  Slates  authorities  in  this  work,  and  a 
united  effort  is  to  be  made  everywlure  to  stamp  out  consumption  in  cows. 
Phvsicians  say  that  a  consuniptive  cow  can  comnuuncate  tulHJrculosis  in  her 
mifk  to  hunuin  beings.  J  low  contagious  consumption  is  considered  by  the 
city  i>hysicians  is  shown  by  the  fm-l  that  the  consiunptivcs  in  the  Charity 
Hospital  are  now  separated  from  the  oilier  patients. 

Turpoiitiiie  and  Insects. 

Turpentine  has  so  strong  an  odor  lliiit  it  will  prevent  depredations  of  most 
insects,  and  on  a  small  scale  is  one  of  the  l)est  applications  that  can  be  made. 
A  corn-cob  dipped  in  turpentine  will  keep  cucuml)er  and  scpuish  bugs  from 
the  hill  to  winch  it  is  applied.  If  hung  in  plum  trees  it  will  prevent  attacks 
of  the  curculio. 
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CleaiiliiiesN  in  Milk  CellurN. 

One  cause  of  much  of  the  bad  butter  in  market  h  the  unclean  condition  of 
many  farmers'  cellars.  Decaying  vegetables  taint  the  air,  and  their  odors  are 
absorbed  by  the  milk,  to  reapiK-ar  in  whatever  is  made  from  it.  If  the  meat 
barrel  becomes  at  all  tainted,  it  Nhould  l>e  at  once  remove*!.  In  fac».,  wherever 
milk  and  cream  are  kept  in  cellars  they  should  Ih>  kept  in  diti'erent  r(M)ms 
from  the  pork  barrel. 

WorkiiiK  in  KcaiiN. 

Whatever  is  done  in  cultivating  h«  an-  lu  <Ih  to  bo  done  quickly.  Tlie  l>eant 
▼ery  soon  get  into  the  blossoming  Hijge,  and  stirring  the  soil  at  this  time  will 
cause  rust  and  blight,  es|)ecially  if  heavy  rains  f<  How  to  soil  the  leaves.  Ai 
this  work  comes  at  the  very  busiest  season  in  tli  Summer,  the  bt^an  crop  in 
more  apt  to  be  neglected  than  any  other,  and  t      e  very  weedy  at  liarvest. 

Hilling:  PotatoeH  Early. 

While  some  earth  should  be  drawn  around  {lotato  plants  to  prevent  the 
tubers  from  l>ecoming  sunburned,  this  work  shoulti  not  be  done  too  early.  It 
ill  the  last  job  done  to  the  crop  before  harvesting,  and  if  completed  very  early 
the  soil  fills  with  weeds,  to  the  injury  of  the  crop.  Just  as  the  tubers  are 
about  to  form  is  the  proper  time  for  hilling  up. 

Water  for  Hogrs. 

No  matter  how  sloppy  the  food  given  to  l)ig«,  they  should  have  daily  a  good 
supply  of  clean,  fresh  water.  This  is  especially  needed  in  summer  for  pigs 
kept  in  pens  and  with  little  green  food.  liut  there  is  scarcely  a  place  where 
pigs  can  be  kept  where  more  or  less  green  food  cannot  be  had  as  part  of  their 
daily  ration.  Weeds  from  the  garden  are  excellent,  especially  the  pigweed 
and  purslane,  both  of  which  are  very  nutritious. 

Red  Root  in  Clover  Fields. 

Where  wheat  is  long  grown  on  the  same  land  it  will  re(|uire  careful  hand 
weeding  to  |)revent  the  spread  of  red  root.  One  unsuspected  cause  of  its 
increase  is  its  growth  in  clover  fields  in  the  years  succeeding  the  wheat  crop ; 
in  fact,  this  is  the  chief  trouble,  as  in  the  wheat  the  nraitice  usually  is  to  pull 
the  red  root  out  by  hand,  which  is  seldom  or  never  done  in  clover  fields.  If 
there  are  many  of  any  kind  of  weeds  in  clover  the  better  way  is  to  plough  the 
clover  under  before  the  weeds  go  to  seed.  This  is  much  better  than  carrying 
the  weed  seeds  in  the  hay  to  the  barn,  to  be  thence  distributed  over  the  farm. 

Wiiid-lJreaks. 

Some  protection  from  high  winds  is  almost  u  necessity  to  successful  fruit 
growing,  and  especially  to  anple  growing.  While  it  is  a  matter  of  doubt 
if  wind-breaks  do  much  good  as  a  Winter  protection,  there  can  be  no  doubt 
that  much  fruit  and  much  injury  to  trees  are  saved  by  a  protcjcting  belt  of 
trees.  When  apples  are  two-thirds  or  more  grown  high  winds  whip  them  oil", 
and  always  the  most  in  those  (trcliards  most  expose<l.  In  suth  orchards 
crotches  are  apt  to  be  split  and  branches  Ijroken.  A  lu'avy  wind  in  the 
Winter  after  an  ice  storm  often  d<»e8  great  damage.  It  is,  therefore,  desirable 
that  the  wind-break  be  wide  enough  to  check  the  force  of  the  winds  after 
leaves  are  fallen,  or  that  it  be  composed  of  evergreens.

Grafting— How  to  do  it. 

Every  farmer's  boy  should  learn  how  to  graft.  Few  occtipations  give  more 
'  pleasure  or  a  greater  reward.  To  convert  a  wild  and  thorny  tree  into  one 
5  bearing  large  and  delicious  fruit  is  a  wonderful  and  fascinating  process.  The 
f  kind  of  grafting  most  likely  to  be  practised  on  the  farm  is  that  known  as  cleft 
grafting.  Saw  off  the  limb  to  be  grafted  where  it  is  an  inch  or  less  in 
diameter ;  trim  the  edges  of  the  "  stub,"  smooth  and  split  it  with  a  large  knife 
'  or  a  cleaver  made  for  the  purpose.  The  cleft  should  not  be  more  than  four 
inches  deep  at  the  most.  A  wedge  is  now  inserted  in  the  centre  of  the  cleft,  and 
a  cion  is  set  on  each  side  of  the  cleft.  The  cions  are  made  of  twigs  of  last  year's 
growth.  They  should  be  cut  before  the  trees  show  any  signs  of  starting  in  the 
spring.  When  the  cion  is  prepared  ready  for  setting  it  should  contain  about 
three  buds.  The  lower  end  is  cut  wedge  shaped  by  slicing  off  each  side 
of  the  cion.  On  one  side  of  this  wedge-shaped  portion,  and  midway  be- 
tween its  top  and  bottom,  should  be  left  one  of  the  buds.  When  the  cion  is 
set  this  bud  will  be  deep  down  in  the  side  of  the  cleft  in  the  stub,  and  will  be 
covered  with  wax  ;  but,  being  nearer  the  source  of  nourishment,  it  will  be  the 
most  apt  of  any  buds  to  grow,  and  it  will  readily  push  through  the  wax. 
The  cion  is  set  into  the  cleft  by  exercising  great  care  that  the  inner  surface 
of  the  bark  on  the  cion  exactly  matches  the  inner  surface  of  the  bark  on  the 
stub.  A  line  between  the  bark  and  the  wood  may  be  observed.  This  line  on 
the  cion,  in  other  words,  should  match  the  line  on  the  stub.  Wax  the  whole 
over  carefully  and  thoroughly.  Do  not  leave  any  crack  exposed.  Grafting 
wax  is  made  as  follows :  —  Melt  together  rosin,  beeswax,  ana  tallow  in  equu 
parts  and  spread  on  cotton  cloth.    Tear  into  slips  and  wrap  round  graft. 

Weeds  in  Clover. 

There  are  some  kinds  of  weeds  whose  presence  in  clover  fields  is  presump- 
tive evidence  of  bad  managerdent.  Sorrel  is  one  of  these.  The  fields  that 
are  red  with  this  pest  now  have  probably  been  heavily  pastured  the  previous 
season,  or  were  so  sterile  in  places  that  the  clover  seed  either  did  not  grow  or 
the  plant  had  too  little  vigor  to  maintain  its  supremacy  against  weeds.  On 
rich,  well-cultivated  soil  clover  will  usually  keep  all  weeds  under,  at  least  so 
far  that  what  scattering  weeds  remain  may  be  destroyed  by  hand-pulling.

The  best  guard  against  the  coddling  moths  is  for  every  farmer  who  has  an 
orchard,  to  keep  sheep  or  swine  running  in  it  all  the  season  through.  These 
will  eat  up  every  infected  apple  and  thus  destroy  the  larvae  which,  if  left 
unmolested,  will  bring  forth  a  crop  of  pests  for  next  year's  crop.  If  every 
one  would  do  this,  it  is  safe  to  assume  that  the  ravages  of  these  pests  would 
be  materially  decreased 

The  most  satisfactory  remedy  for  cabbage  worms  tried  in  the  New  Jersey 
experiment  station  was  a  mixture  of  half  a  pound  each  of  hard  soap  and 
kerosene,  in  three  gallons  of  water.  It  was  applied  near  the  end  of  August, 
and  destroyed  in  a  few  hours  nearly  all  the  worms  on  the  cabbages  to  which  it 
was  applied.  Other  remedies  which  were  not  successful  were  pepper,  salt- 
petre, etc.
